WASHINGTON (AP) — 


President Barack Obama has 
scored the biggest victory of 
his presidency as Congress 
approved his signature health 
care reform bill, bringing 
near-universal coverage to 
a wealthy country in which 
tens of millions of people are 
uninsured. 

The measure passed by the 
House of Representatives 
Sunday night represents the 
biggest expansion of the U.S. 
federal government’s social 
safety net since Medicare and 
Medicaid were enacted in the 
1960s duringPresident Lyndon 
B. Johnson’s administration to 
provide government-funded 
health care coverage to the 
elderly and poor. 

Although the bill does not 
provide universal health care, 
it should expand coverage to 
about 95 percent of eligible 
Americans, compared with 83 
percent today.

Bush, Clinton 
visit devastated

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Court to weigh citizenship rule that varies by sex

WASHINGTON - One of Ruben 
Flores-Villar’s parents is an American. 
Unfortunately for him, it is his father 
and not his mother, a fact that has 
complicated Flores-Villar’s attempts 
to acquire U.S. citizenship and avoid 
criminal charges for being in the 


United States illegally. 

Now, the Supreme Court is entering 
a curious corner of U.S. immigration 
law that applies only to children born 
outside the U.S. to one parent who 
is an American and one who is not. 
The law makes it easier for children 
whose mother is a citizen to become 
citizens themselves. Even after 


reform legislation in 1986, children of 
American fathers face higher hurdles 
claiming citizenship for themselves. 
The justices agreed Monday to hear 
Flores-Villar’s appeal of his criminal 
conviction and consider whether a 
provision of immigration law unfairly 
discriminates on the basis of gender. 
The case will be argued in the fall. 
Flores-Villar, 35, was born in Tijuana, 
Mexico, but grew up in the San Diego 
area, in the care of his father and 
grandmother. 

When he sought U.S. citizenship in 
2006 — to stave off criminal charges 
of being in the country illegally — 
U.S. immigration authorities turned 
him down. 

For people born before 1986, their 
U.S. citizen fathers had to have lived 
in the U.S. for 10 years, at least five of 
them after the age of 14. Flores-Villar’s 
father could not meet the second part 
of that requirement because he was 
only 16 when his son was born. 
American mothers need only have 
lived in the U.S. continuously for a 
year before the birth of a child. 
Changes to immigration law made in 
1986 reduced the total residency time 
for fathers to five years, only two of 


which had to be after the age of 14. 

By contrast, a child bom in the United 
States, regardless of the parents’ 
nationality, is a U.S. citizen, as is a 
child born abroad to two American 
citizens. 

Lower federal courts upheld Flores- 
Villar’s conviction and rejected his 
discrimination claims. 

Flores-Villar has previously been 
deported at least five times since he 
was convicted of importing marijuana 
when he was 22, the government said 
in court papers. 

The Obama administration argued that 
the less stringent residency requirement 
in the 1986 law was one of several 
reasons for the court to stay out of the 
case. 

The new requirement “substantially 
eliminates the risk” that young fathers 
like Flores-Villar’s will be unable to 
confer citizenship on their children, 
the government said. 

The court mled on a related issue 
in 2001, holding that it was all right 
to require American fathers, but not 
mothers, of children bom out of 
wedlock and abroad to get a court order 
of establishing paternity or swear to it 
under oath. □

ACORN disbanding because of money wees, scandal

CHICAGO (AP)—The once 
mighty community activist 
group ACORN announced 
Monday it is closing amid 
falling revenues — six 
months after video footage 
emerged showing some of 
its workers giving tax tips to 
conservative activists posing 
as a pimp and prostitute. 

“It’s really declining revenue 
in the face of a series 
of attacks from partisan 
operatives and right-wing 
activists that have taken 
away our ability to raise 
the resources we need,” 
ACORN spokesman Kevin 
Whelan said. 

Several of its largest 
affiliates, including ACORN 
New York and ACORN 
California, broke away 
this year and changed their 
names in a bid to ditch the 
tarnished image of their 
parent organization and 
restore revenue that ran dry 
in the wake of the video 
scandal. 

They will continue to operate 
under their new names and 
aren’t affected by ACORN’s 
decision to shut down. 
ACORN’s financial situation 
and reputation went into 
free fall within days of the 
videos’ release in September. 
Congress reacted by yanking 
ACORN’s federal funding, 
private donors held back 
cash and scores of ACORN 
offices closed. 

Earlier this month, a U.S. 
judge reiterated an earlier 
ruling that the federal law 


blacklisting ACORN and 
groups allied with it was 
unconstitutional because it 
singled them out. But that 
didn’t mean any money 
would be automatically be 
restored. 

Bertha Lewis, the chief 
executive of ACORN, which 
stands for the Association of 
Community Organizations 
for Reform Now, alluded 
to financial hardships in a 
weekend statement as the 
group’s board prepared to 
deliberate by phone. 
“ACORN has faced a 
series of well-orchestrated, 
relentless, well-funded 
right wing attacks that are 
unprecedented since the 
McCarthy era,” she said. “The 
videos were a manufactured, 
sensational story that led 
to rush to judgment and 
an unconstitutional act by 
Congress.” 

ACORN’s board decided 
to close remaining state 
affiliates and field offices 
by April 1 because of falling 
revenues, with some national 
operations will continue 
operating for at least several 
weeks before shutting for 
good, Whelan said Monday. 
For years, ACORN could 
draw on 400,000 members 
to lobby for liberal causes, 
such as raising the minimum 
wage or adopting universal 
health care. 

ACORN was arguably most 
successful at registering 
hundreds of thousands of 
low-income voters, though 
that mission was dogged by 
fraud allegations, including 
that some workers submitted

The stakes could not have 
been higher for Obama, 
who has pushed health care 
as his top priority since 
taking office in January 
2009. The issue was seen 
as pivotal to other issues on 
the president’s ambitious 
domestic agenda, including 
immigration reform and 
climate change legislation. 
“I want to thank every 
member of Congress who 
stood up tonight with 
courage and conviction to 
make health care reform 
a reality,” Obama said. “I 
know this wasn’t an easy 
vote for a lot of people. But 
it was the right vote.” 

The health care issue 
is likely to shape the 
November congressional 
election, when Republicans 
try to capture control of 
both chambers. Democrats 
will campaign on having 
overhauled a system that 


Associated Press 
has made both health care 
and insurance unaffordable 
for many. Republicans 
say the bill will ultimately 
increase taxes and damage 
the quality of health care and 
has little public support. 
Widely viewed as dead two 
months ago, the Senate- 
passed bill cleared the 
House on Sunday night 
on a 219-212 vote, with 
Republicans unanimous in 
opposition. 

A second, smaller measure 
— making changes in the 
first — cleared the House 
shortly before midnight and 
was sent to the Senate, where 
Democratic leaders said 
they had the votes necessary 
to pass it quickly. 

Obama is expected to sign 
the bill Tuesday at the 
White House, spokesman 
Robert Gibbs said Monday. 
A White House South 
Lawn ceremony is planned. 
Obama is inviting all 
lawmakers who supported 


the bill and other Americans 
whose stories represent the 
need for reformed health 
care, Gibbs said. 

Obama will to Iowa on 
Thursday as he now turns 
to seeing the companion 
bill through the Senate 
and selling the health care 
overhaul’s benefits on 
behalf of House lawmakers 
who cast risky votes. 

States are already lining up to 
sue the federal government 
over the constitutionality 
of the health care overhaul 
legislation. Officials in at 
least 10 states have agreed 
to file a lawsuit challenging 
it on grounds it violates state 
sovereignty by mandating 
that all Americans have 
some form of health 
insurance. 

The president watched the 
House vote Sunday from 
the White House with Vice 
President Joe Biden and 
about 40 staff aides. When 
the long sought 216th vote 
came in—the magic number 
needed for passage — the 
room burst into applause 
and hugs. An exultant 
president exchanged a high- 
five with his chief of staff, 
Rahm Emanuel. 

Republican Senator John 
McCain said Monday 
morning that Democrats 
have not heard the last of 
the health care debate, and 
said he was repulsed by “all 
this euphoria going on.” 
McCain, who was Obama’s 
rival in the 2008 presidential 
election, told ABC 
television that “outside the 
(Washington) Beltway, the 
American people are very 
angry. They don’t like it, and 


we’re going to repeal this.” 
While national health care 
has been a goal of presidents 
stretching back decades, it 
has proved elusive, in part 
because self-reliance and 
suspicion of a strong central 
government remain strong 
in America. 

After more than a year of 
political combat, debate on 
the House floor fell along 
predictable lines. Not one 
Republican voted for the bill. 
Some moderate Democrats 
also voted against it. 

Most Americans receive 
private health insurance 
through their jobs as part of 
their benefits, but employers 
are not required to offer 
coverage. The government 
covers the elderly and 
indigent. The health reform 
measure extends coverage 
to 32 million of the nearly 
50 people in the U.S. who 
lack it and bans insurers 
from denying coverage on 
the basis of pre-existing 
medical conditions. It would 
also usher in a significant 
expansion of Medicaid, the 
program for the poor. 
Parents would be able 
to keep children on their 
coverage up to age 26. A 
new high-risk pool would 
offer coverage to uninsured 
people with medical 
problems until 2014, when 
the coverage expansion 
goes into high gear. 

Under the legislation, 
most Americans would 
be required to purchase 
insurance, and face penalties 
if they refused. Once 
enacted, the measure would 
create a series of so-called 
“insurance exchanges” 


beginning in 2014 where 
self-employed people and 
small businesses could pool 
together to shop for health 
care coverage. 

Republicans readily agreed 
the bill would affect 
everyone in America — it 
will have an impact on one- 
sixth of the U.S. economy 

— but warned repeatedly of 
that it will result in higher 
taxes and other financial 
burdens. 

“We have failed to listen 
to America,” said House 
Republican leader Rep. 
John Boehner. 

As the House met Sunday, a 
shouting band of protesters 
outside the Capitol 
dramatized their opposition, 
and one man stood up in 
the House visitor’s gallery 
shouting, “Kill the bill” 
before he was ushered out 

— evidence of the passions 
the yearlong debate over 
health care has stirred. 
Obama’s quest to overhaul 
health care seemed at a 
dead end two months ago, 
when Republicans won a 
special election to fill the 
late Edward Kennedy’s 
Massachusetts Senate seat, 
and with it, enough votes to 
prevent a final vote. 

But the White House, 
House Speaker Nancy 
Pelosi and Senate Majority 
Leader Harry Reid soon 
came up with a rescue plan 
that required the House to 
approve the Senate-passed 
measure despite opposition 
to many of its provisions, 
then have both chambers 
pass a fix-it measure 
incorporating numerous 
changes.□ 
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NY police agree driver 
error caused Prius crash

HARRISON, New York (AP) 
—A housekeeper who reported 
that her boss’ Toyota Prius 
accelerated on its own and 
wouldn’t brake as she hurtled 
toward a stone wall apparently 
had her foot on the gas pedal 
the entire time, according to 
a police investigation that 
concluded the driver, not the 
car, caused the accident. 

The March 9 crash in a 
suburban New York driveway 
came the day after a driver 
in San Diego reported that 
the gas pedal got stuck on his 
2008 Prius, resulting in a wild 
94 mph ride on a Southern 
California freeway. 

The two accidents raised 
new questions about Toyota’s 
accelerators. 

The company had already 
recalled more than 8 million 
cars over gas pedals that could 
become stuck or be held down 
by floor mats. 

But in the California case, 
Toyota said its tests showed 
the car’s gas pedal, backup 
safety system and electronics 
were working fine. 

And on Monday, Harrison 
police Capt. Anthony 
Marraccini said, “The vehicle 
accelerator in this case was 
depressed 100 percent at the 
time of collision, and there 
was absolutely no indication 
of any brake application.” 

The data came from the 
car’s on-board event data 
recorder and computer and 
was downloaded during an 
inspection Wednesday joined 
by Toyota and the National 
Highway Safety Traffic 
Administration, which also 
concluded the car was not at 
fault. The event data recorder, 
or “black box,” is designed to 
record the state of the car at 
the moment of an impact. 
Marraccini said the 56-year-old 
driver “believes she depressed 
the brake, but that just simply 
isn’t the case here.” 

She did not try to deceive 
police, he said, and she faces 
no charges. 

Toyota spokesman Wade Hoyt 
said owner of Priuses can feel 
secure that “if you step on 
the brake they’ll stop, even if 
the accelerator is glued to the 


floor.” 

The company also issued a 
statement saying it would 
continue to investigate 
“reported incidents of 
unintended acceleration.” 

The New York driver, identified 
as Gloria Rosel, did not come 
to the door of the house where 
she works Monday. Calls there 
were not returned. □

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North Korea to try American 
for illegal entry 


SEOUL, South Korea (AP) — North Korea 
said Monday that it will put an American 
on trial for entering the communist country 
illegally. 

State-run media identified him as Aijalon 
Mahli Gomes, 30, of Boston, and said 
“his crime has been confirmed.” The brief 
dispatch from the Korean Central News 
Agency did not say when he would stand 
trial. 

A spokeswoman for the man’s family in 
Boston, Thaleia Schlesinger, said that 
Gomes had been teaching English in South 
Korea for about two years and that it was 
unclear why he would have gone to North 
Korea. 

She said his family was going through a 
difficult time and is “praying for his speedy 
return home.” 

North Korea had announced two months ago 
that an American was detained Jan. 25 for 
trespassing after crossing into the country 
from China and was under investigation, 
but had not identified him at the time. 

U.S. State Department spokesman P.J. 
Crowley said that the United States wants 
to make sure the detained American man 
is returned to the United States as soon as 
possible. 

“We are concerned about his health and 
welfare. We are obviously concerned 
about whatever legal process he might 
face,” Crowley said, adding that the U.S. 
has concerns about North Korea’s lack of 
transparency.” 

Gomes is the fourth American reported 
detained in communist North Korea on 
charges of illegal entry in the past year. 
Two American journalists, Laura Ling and 


Euna Lee, were arrested a year ago near the 
Chinese border and sentenced to 12 years 
of hard labor for illegal entry and engaging 
in “hostile acts.” They were freed in August 
after former U.S. President Bill Clinton 
made a high-profile humanitarian visit to 
Pyongyang to negotiate their release. 

On Christmas, American missionary Robert 
Park strode into North Korea from China on 
a self-proclaimed mission to draw attention 
to North Korea’s human rights record and 
to call for leader Kim Jong II to step down. 
He was released last month after more than 
40 days in custody. 

Monday’s announcement comes as regional 
powers are pushing for North Korea, 
believed to have enough weaponized 
plutonium to make at least a half-dozen 
bombs, to rejoin international talks on 
dismantling its nuclear weapons program. 
Pyongyang abandoned an aid-for- 
disarmament pact and pulled out of the 
negotiations last year to protest criticism 
of a rocket launch widely decried as a 
violation of U.N. sanctions. 

North Korea’s move to test a nuclear bomb 
weeks later prompted the U.N. Security 
Council to further tighten sanctions against 
the impoverished regime. 

North Korea has pressed the U.S. for 
bilateral talks to discuss a peace treaty 
as part of any disarmament negotiations, 
citing the U.S. military presence on South 
Korean soil as a main reason for its drive to 
build nuclear weapons. 

The two Koreas remain in a state of war, 
divided by a heavily fortified border, 
because their three-year conflict ended in a 
truce, not a peace treaty, in 1953.Q 
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Top Yemeni clerics oppose ban on child brides

SAN’A, Yemen (AP) — Some 
of Yemen’s most influential 
Islamic leaders, including one 
the U.S. says mentored Osama 
bin Laden, have declared 
supporters of a ban on child 
brides to be apostates. 

The religious decree, issued 
Sunday, deeply imperils 
efforts to salvage legislation 
that would make it illegal for 
those under the age of 17 to 
marry. 

The practice is widespread 
in Yemen and has been 
particularly hard to discourage 


in part because of the country’s 
gripping poverty — bride- 
prices in the hundreds of 
dollars are especially difficult 
for poor families to pass up. 
More than a quarter of Yemen’s 
females marry before age 15, 
according to a report last year 
by the Social Affairs Ministry. 
Tribal custom also plays a 
role, including the belief that 
a young bride can be shaped 
into an obedient wife, bear 
more children and be kept 
away from temptation. 

A February 2009 law set the 
minimum age for marriage 
at 17, but it was repealed 
and sent back to parliament’s 


constitutional committee for 
review after some lawmakers 
called it un-Islamic. The 
committee is expected to 
make a final decision on the 
legislation next month. 

Some of the clerics who 
signed Sunday’s decree sit on 
the committee. 

The group behind the 
declaration also includes 
Yemen’s most influential 
cleric, Sheik Abdul-Majid 
al-Zindani, whom the United 
States has branded a spiritual 
mentor of bin Laden. Al- 
Zindani denies being a member 
of al-Qaida. 

In a further challenge to the

Grisly find in Mexico: 
Dismembered police officers 

MEXICO CITY (AP) — The 
pre-dawn discovery of two 
bodies cut into pieces and 
shoved into two black bags 
brought a tragic end Monday 
to a search for two missing 
police officers in the southern 
state of Guerrero. 

Law enforcement officials 
say the bagged body parts 
were found at 3:15 a.m. 

(5:15 a.m. EDT; 0915 GMT) 
outside police headquarters 
in Guerrero’s capital city, 

Chilpancingo. 

One of the victims was a 
regional commander, the 
other a state police officer. 

Notes written on yellow cards 
were attached to the bags, but 
police refused to disclose what 
they said. Drug cartel killers 
frequently attach messages to 
bodies. 

Police officers have been 
targets, and are sometimes 
complicit, in drug-related 
killings, which have claimed 
17,900 lives since President 
Felipe Calderon stepped up the 
drug war in December 2006. 

On Sunday, Rodrigo Medina, 
governor of the northern state 
of Nuevo Leon, announced 
that he was firing 81 state 
police officers suspected of 
corruption. 

Also in Nuevo Leon on 
Sunday, the police chief of 
the city of Santa Catarina 
narrowly avoided being killed 
by gunmen believed to be 




rights groups pushing for a 
ban, government officials 
are reluctant to challenge al- 
Zindani and other conservative 
tribal and religious figures 
whose support they need to 
hold onto power in the fragile 
nation. 

The religious leaders 

organized a protest against 
the legislation on Sunday by 
a group of women.

“I was married at 15 and have 
many children now,” said one 
of the women, Umm Abdul- 
Rahman. “And I will marry 
my daughter at the same age if 
I decide she is ready for it.” 
The issue of Yemen’s child 
brides vaulted into the 
headlines three years ago when 
an 8-year-old girl boldly went 
by herself to a courtroom and 


demanded a judge dissolve her 
marriage to a man in his 30s. 
She eventually won a divorce, 
and legislators began looking 
at ways to curb the practice. 

In September, a 12-year-old 
Yemeni child-bride died after 
struggling for three days in 
labor to give birth, a local 
human rights organization 
said. 

A rights group pushing for 
a ban planned a protest for 
Tuesday. 

“The government has two 
options: to give girls in Yemen 
a chance at life or to condemn 
them to a death sentence,” said 
Amal Basha, chairwoman of 
the group, Sisters Arab Forum 
in Yemen. 

Yemen once set 15 as the 
minimum age for marriage, 
but parliament annulled that 
law in the 1990s, saying 
parents should decide when a 
daughter marries.Q

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China’s sandstorms blast Beijing with dust, sand

BEIJING (AP) — The 
dust works its way through 
keyholes and window 
frames, and smells like a 
fdthy brew of dirt, smoke 
and metallic particles. The 
sky turns magenta and 
whole buildings disappear. 
Eyes tear up and throats get 
sore from coughing. 
Northern China’s spring 
sandstorms blew in with 
particular ferocity over the 
weekend, bringing misery 
to people working outdoors 
Monday in Beijing and 
across a wide swath of the 
country. 

“It gets in your throat, under 
your clothes, in your bed,” 
said Beijing street sweeper 
Xue Yuan. “I hate it, but 
there’s really nothing you 
can do.” 

The storms are a product of 
worsening desertification 
in Inner Mongolia 
and other Gobi Desert 
regions hundreds of miles 
(kilometers) to the north and 
west of Beijing caused by 
overgrazing, deforestation, 
drought and urban sprawl. 
Strong winds pick up the 
loose dust and dirt, mixing 
them with industrial 
pollution. 

Beijing’s air quality index 
was set at Level 4, one 
grade better than the most 
serious Level 5 that was 
reached Saturday as the 
mixture of sand, dust and 
pollution blasted the capital. 
City meteorologists said 
conditions would improve, 
but warned the sand would 
linger through midweek. 
Record pollution levels 


were registered in Hong 
Kong, 1,240 miles (2,000 
kilometers) to the south, 
partly because of the storms. 
Schools were advised to 
cancel outdoor activities 
and at least 20 elderly 
people sought medical 
assistance for shortness of 
breath, Hong Kong’s radio 
RTHK reported. 

Across the 100 mile-(160- 
kilometer)-wide Taiwan 
Strait, island residents 
covered their mouths to 
avoid breathing in the 
grit that can cause chest 
discomfort and respiratory 
problems even in healthy 
people. Sand covered cars 
in just 10 minutes and 
some flights were canceled 
because of poor visibility 
caused by the sandstorm. 
Beijing residents hunkered 
indoors as the fine dust 


worked its way into homes 
and offices, cutting visibility 
to about 3,000 feet. 

Outside, people scurried 
along sand-strewn 

sidewalks, covering 

their faces with gauzy 
handkerchiefs or donning 
surgical masks. There were 
no immediate reports of 
illnesses connected to the 
dust. 

In a warning posted Monday 
on its Web site, China’s 
Central Meteorological 
Station urged Beijing’s 22 
million people to close doors 
and windows and safeguard 
sensitive electronic and 
mechanical equipment. 
China Central Television 
told viewers to clean out 
their noses with salt water 
and remove grit from ears 
with cotton swabs dipped in 
alcohol.

In the past decade, Beijing 
has sought to counter the 
effects of desertification by 
planting grass and billions of 
trees to hold back the desert, 
mostly to no avail. Along 
with bringing pollution, 
the storms underscore a 
looming water crisis in the 
north that the government 
is seeking to head off with 
a massive project to pump 
water from the south. 

Li Dongping, a tourist 
visiting Tiananmen Square 
from southern China, said 
more needs to be done 
to boost environmental 
protection and public 
awareness. 

“We need to improve our 
environment, we should 
plant more trees and improve 
the soil infrastructure, and 
also we should raise our 
sense of environmental 


protection,” Li said. 

The latest sandstorm was 
expected to sweep into 
South Korea on Tuesday, 
said Kim Seung-bum of 
the Korea Meteorological 
Administration. The 

sandstorm that raked across 
China over the weekend 
caused the worst “yellow 
dust” haze in South Korea 
since 2005, and authorities 
issued a rare nationwide 
dust advisory. 

Grit from Chinese 
sandstorms has been found 
to travel as far as the western 
United States. 

State television’s noon 
newscast showed the 
tourist city of Hangzhou 
on the east coast of China, 
where graceful bridges and 
waterside pagodas were 
hidden in a mix of sand and 
haze. 

The U.S. Embassy in 
Beijing warned that 
particulate matter in 
the air made conditions 
“hazardous,” although high 
winds dispersed some of 
the pollution and the air 
quality was later upgraded 
to “very unhealthy.” 

Duan Li, a spokeswoman for 
the Beijing Meteorological 
Station, said conditions 
in the city seemed more 
severe because a sandstorm 
Saturday deposited grit on 
rooftops, sidewalks and 
trees. The winds Monday 
carried in even more sand 
and stirred up what was 
already there. 

The last massive sandstorm 
to hit Beijing was in 2006, 
when winds dumped about 
300,000 tons of sand on the 
capital.Q

After meeting with President Rene 
Preval on the grounds of the collapsed 
national palace, they walked through 
the tarps-and-tent city on the adjacent 
Champ de Mars, the national mall 
filled with 60,000 homeless quake 
survivors living in squalor.

Service agents, Haitian police and 
U.N. peacekeepers, waded into the 
giant encampment to shake hands with 
earthquake survivors. 

Clinton said they hoped to get all the 
aid agencies working together to make 
the most of the huge global outpouring 
of support. 

“We have to get the whole universe 
of people who want to help Haiti 
operating on the same page,” he said. 
Bush told reporters their purpose was 
to see the devastation first hand and 
“remind the American people there 
is still suffering and work to be done 
here.” He said they also wanted to 
encourage entrepreneurship in Haiti to 
create jobs and grow the economy. 
“Hopefully, our visit will remind 
people that Haiti needs help,” Bush 
said. Lucharles Jean-Laudius, one of 
hundreds of thousands of people left 
homeless by the earthquake, welcomed 
the visit as a sign that the U.S. would 
continue to supply aid. He feared the 
recent withdrawal of American troops 
was a sign the world was losing interest 
in their plight. 

“But if the presidents are coming it’s 
because they want to help, that’s a 
good thing,” said the 34-year-old Jean- 
Laudius, who lives under a plastic tarp 
with his wife and two children near the 


national palace. 

While the government and business 
leaders hail their appearance as a 
signal of America’s commitment, the 
visit by two ex-presidents who have 
played major roles in Haiti’s recent 
political trajectory is also reminding 
the country of its tumultuous past. 
Supporters of ousted President Jean- 
Bertrand Aristide staged a protest 
outside the national palace, with about 
100 participants, burning tires and 
demanding the return of their exiled 
leader. Clinton and Bush visit as the 
country struggles to feed and shelter 
victims of the magnitude-7 quake, 
which killed an estimated 230,000 
people. Another 1.3 million quake 
survivors are homeless, with many 
living in camps prone to dangerous 
flooding in the April rainy season. 

The visit aims to spotlight the dramatic 
need ahead of a critical March 31 U.N. 
donors conference in New York, where 
Haitian officials will ask for $11.5 
billion in reconstruction help. 

Aid was already being announced on 
Monday. 

The Inter-American Development 
B ank announced it had agreed to forgive 
its $479 million share of Haiti’s $1.2 
billion in foreign debt while offering 
$2 billion in new financing. And the 
European Union said it will donate €1 
billion ($1.36 billion) in development 
aid to Haiti in the years ahead. 
Venezuelan President Hugo Chavez 
has also announced he would cancel 
Haiti’s debt to his country, which the 
IMF had listed at more than $200 
million. 

Monday is Bush’s first trip to Haiti. 
Clinton, who is the U.N. special envoy 


to the country, has made two visits 
since the quake and five in the past two 
years. He also visited as president. 

The two former presidents have 
arguably shaped Haiti’s history as 
much as anyone alive today. 

Clinton presided over a refugee crisis 
born of the 1991 ouster of Aristide, 
Haiti’s first democratically elected 
president. He returned Aristide to 
power in 1994 with a force of 20,000 
U.S. troops. Bush is remembered 
by many Haitians — especially the 
thousands in Port-au-Prince’s teeming 
slums — as the U.S. leader whose 
administration chartered the plane that 
flew Aristide back into exile during a

2004 rebellion. Pro-Aristide protesters 
outside the national palace Monday 
chanted, “Down with Bush.” 

The nonprofit Clinton Bush Haiti Fund 
has raised $37 million from 220,000 
individuals including Hollywood 
actor Leonardo DiCaprio, who gave 
$1 million, and Obama, who among 
other donations gave $200,000 of his 
Nobel Peace Prize. 

About $4 million has gone to such 
organizations as Habitat for Humanity, 
the University of Miami/Project 
Medishare mobile hospital in Port-au- 
Prince and the U.S. branch of the Irish 
charity Concern Worldwide.

NAIROBI, Kenya - Ben 
Affleck launched a new 
initiative Monday to raise 
money and awareness over 
atrocities committed against 
women and children during 
years of conflict in eastern 
Congo, Affleck told The 
Associated Press. 

The American actor and 
director spent five days in 
the country last week, where 
he met with former child sex 
slaves and prisoners convicted 
of rape in the hope of gaining 
a better understanding of 
Congo’s troubles. 

The new foundation — the 
Eastern Congo Initiative 
— will support community- 
based, Congolese groups, said 
Affleck on the heels of his 
fifth trip to the country. 

“It was folks in these 
communities that were 
addressing the humanitarian 
crisis who were doing the 
most, in my view, to solve 
it, because they understood 
the community, because they 
understood the problem, they 
were the most dedicated and 
the most committed because 
it was their lives,” Affleck 
told AP over the weekend 
at Nairobi’s international 
airport. 

“Naturally they were best 
equipped to solve it. Their 
impediment was they didn’t 
have the means, the funding,” 
he said. 


The new initiative is funded 
in part by founding member 
Howard G. Buffett, son of 
investor Warren Buffet, to 
whom Affleck pitched his 
vision of a new aid group by 
describing eastern Congo’s 
dire situation. 

“I want you to know that 3.5 
million people have died over 
the last 12 years. I want you 
to know about the women who 
are being raped, about the child 
soldiers ... about the kids I just 
met who have HIV,” Affleck 
said he told Buffet. “I kind of 
bored him for two hours and 
basically twisted his arm.” 
Buffet said in a statement 
that he joined Affleck in the 
initiative because he believes 
in supporting locally initiated, 
sustainable efforts. 

The 37-year-old Affleck has 
been traveling to eastern Congo 
since 2007 and previously 
directed a short film called 
“Gimme Shelter” about the 
humanitarian crisis there. The 
country has suffered years of 
violence and its devastating 
1998-2002 war split the vast 
nation into rival fiefdoms and 
involved half a dozen African 
armies. 

Affleck said he was insecure 
about getting involved at 
first, because of how little he 
initially knew and for fear 
of being seen as an arrogant 
actor. That’s why he took five 
trips into the region before 
launching his project, he said. 
The Eastern Congo Initiative 


will also push the U.S. 
government to develop a 
comprehensive strategy and 
show more leadership in the 
region, he said. 

Faida Mitifu, the U.S. 
ambassador to Congo, said 
Affleck’s initiative would 
bring “much-needed attention 
to a region that has suffered 
for too long.” 

One person Affleck met with 
last week was a 19-year-old 
woman who was abducted at 
age 15 by a group of rebels 
from neighboring Rwanda 
and was forced to serve as a 
sex slave to six men for about 
two years. 

She eventually ran away with 
only the clothes on her back 
and was taken in by an aid 
group called Laissez L’Afrique 
Vivre — or Let Africa Live 
— that teaches former child 
soldiers skills like carpentry 
and sewing. 

“A former slave and bush 
wife to six guys, finds out 
she’s pregnant and she wanted 
to die, didn’t think life was 
worth living, and a nun from 
the organization came and 
found her and brought her 
in,” Affleck said. “She’s now 
going to law school to try 
to become a lawyer and she 
said she wants to do women’s 
rights.” 

It’s exactly the kind of aid 
group that Affleck said his 
new initiative will support. 
“I thought these people were 
pretty great,” he said.Q 


Filmmaker Del Toro to glue ‘Hobbit’ now look

NEW YORK - Health stocks 
lifted the market Monday 
following House approval of 
an overhaul bill that would 
extend insurance to millions.

Investors had expected the 
health care bill would pass the 
House, but the approval late 
Sunday removed uncertainty 
about the rules that would 
govern the industry.

WASHINGTON - Treasury 
Secretary Timothy Geithner 
says the administration will 
not accept a financial overhaul 
bill that does not provide 
strong consumer protection 
and restraints on risk taking 
by large banks.

“The test we face is whether 
we can enact real reforms that 
provide strong protection for 
consumers, strong constraints 
on risk taking by large 
institutions and strong tools 
to protect the economy and

American Enterprise Institute, 
a conservative think tank. 

“We will not accept a bill 
that does not meet that test,” 
Geithner said. His comments 
came as the Senate Banking 
Committee was preparing to 
take up legislation sponsored

It was intended to be 
implemented next season, but 
a series of recent incidents has 
prompted the league to look at 
fast-tracking the process. 

The NHLPA received a DVD 
detailing the new rule on Friday 
night and held a conference 
call that evening with the 
five members who sit on the 
competition committee — 
Spezza, Ryan Miller, Mathieu 
Schneider, Jeff Halpern and 
Brian Campbell. 


Even though the group 
appears to have come up with 
a counterproposal for the 
league, a union spokesperson 
said Monday that one hasn’t 
officially been made. It’s 
expected to come as soon as 
Tuesday. 

“We’ve talked about some 
things and we have to bounce 
it back off the league now,” 
Spezza said. “We’ve come to 
a decision that we want to do 
something, but the league has 
to agree to what we want to 
do.” With less than three weeks 
left in the regular season, the 
players want to take a cautious 
approach. 

“We’ve been trying as players 
for two years to get something 
in and the league has said 
there are rules already in place 
to protect against head shots, 
and now they want to make 
a change,” Spezza said. “But 
we have to be careful. There 
are about 10 games left in the 
season and you don’t want to 
make a change and put the refs 
in a bad position.” 

Any changes made to the 
rulebook require the approval 
of both the competition 
committee and NHL board of 
governors. □

Organizers said they received requests 
from 31 teams. 

Armstrong’s former team, Astana, was 
invited even though two-time Tour de 
France winner Alberto Contador — 
who also won the 2008 Giro — is not 
expected to ride. 

Riccardo Ricco’s Ceramica Flaminia 
team was announced as a reserve 
squad, which could take the place 


of one of the 22 selected teams if 
organizers deem a switch is necessary 
before the race starts. 

Ricco recently finished his 20-month 
ban for doping at the 2008 Tour de 
France and his first race back will be 
the five-day Coppi & Bartali event in 
Italy this week. 

The BMC squad of world champion 
Cadel Evans was invited, as was 
Rabobank, which features defending 
champion Denis Menchov and 
Saturday’s Milan-San Remo winner, 
Oscar Freire. 

Also included was Sky with British 
standout Bradley Wiggins, and the

Finland’s Selanne scores 600th goal in NHL

Craig Anderson stopped 
Lubomir Visnovsky’s one- 
timer from just inside the 
blue line, then thwarted Corey 
Perry’s rebound attempt. 
But the Avalanche defense 
couldn’t clear the puck, and 
Selanne slammed his 21 st goal 
of the season into a wide-open 
net before Anderson could 
scramble back to the crease. 
Beleskey, Jason Blake, Troy 
Bodie and Ryan Getzlaf also 
scored, and Jonas Hiller 
made 26 saves. Darcy Tucker 
and Ruslan Salei scored for 
Colorado.

Official: French Open needs new or better venne

PARIS (AP) — The French tennis federation says 
the French Open needs to get bigger or move from 
its historical site if it wants to stay competitive with 
the three other Grand Slam tournaments. 

Gilbert Ysern, the general director of the federation, 
said Monday the relocation of the tournament was 
reviewed and that a decision could be taken next 
year. 

Ysern said that four projects were studied, including 


one that would see the French Open move next to the 
Versailles castle. 

The clay-court Grand Slam could also stay at Roland 
Garros but the building of new facilities on the site 
would be required. Construction work at the site 
would cost about €200 million while building of a 
new stadium outside Paris would cost an estimated 
€600 million. 

“We live in a very competitive environment. The three 
other Grand Slam tournament improved a lot during 
the past 20 years and we are behind them,” Ysern 


said. “Both in terms of the services we can offer to 
the players and regarding the stadium facilities.” 
Ysern said Roland Garros has become too small for 
its 450,000 annual spectators, and that players also 
complained of the lack of private spaces dedicated 
for them. 

“I spoke with Roger Federer last year in Monte Carlo 
and he had a long list of complaints,” Ysern said. 
“And it was not just because he was still looking for 
his first win at the French at the time.

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Donovan: MIS agroomont camo together quickly 


CARSON, California (AP) — Landon 
Donovan says negotiations for a new 
collective bargaining agreement in Major 
League Soccer went quickly once the 
league’s officials understood the rationale 
behind the players’ positions. 

“The overall tone was that if things were 
unfair, they made concessions immediately,” 
the Los Angeles Galaxy star said Sunday. 
“When we explained things or explained 
situations, and when they could see that 
they didn’t make sense or were unfair, they 
made concessions. 

“When we saw that, we knew that there 
was going to be a deal done.” 

Donovan, a member of the union’s 
executive board, attended the meetings in 
Washington, D.C. with the Galaxy’s two 
other player representatives, Chris Klein 
and Todd Dunivant. 

The league and the union agreed on a new 
five-year collective bargaining agreement 
Saturday. 

“He didn’t just come in at the end and 
save the day,” Dunivant said of Donovan. 
“He was part of the whole process. Even 
when he was in England, he was on all the 
conference calls. When he came back, it 
was a no-brainer that he was going to be 
there.” 

Donovan had played on loan with Everton 
in England’s Premier League for 10 weeks. 
He went to Washington two days after 
returning to California. 

“Having him at the table definitely helped 


because he brings a sense of credibility 
and he’s a guy to listen to,” Dunivant said. 
“He gives an authoritative presence to the 
table.” 

Donovan downplayed his role. 

“I think we had almost 30 guys there,” 
Donovan said of the other players’ 
representatives. “When the league sees at 
least one member from every team, I think 
(officials) realize how important everything 
was to us.” 

Donovan also gave credit to MLS 
commissioner Don Garber for the 
settlement. 

“He was right in the heart of it,” Donovan 
said. “It shows that he was dedicated. 
Without his presence there, it wouldn’t 
have gotten done, either.” 

Being present at the negotiations taught 
Donovan more about football’s inner 
workings, he said. 

“It’s important to see both sides,” he 
said. “While we want everything to be 
advantageous to the players, there are 
realities. When you hear the other side 
and why they do things a certain way, 
you realize that this is a business. They’re 
trying to make decisions in the best interest 
of everyone.” 

The Galaxy ended preseason competition 
with a scoreless draw against CD Aguila, a 
finalist for El Salvador’s championship last 
year. Los Angeles will begin the season at 
home against the New England Revolution 
on March 27. □

He was particularly upset by 
the problems that can occur 
during the first week.” 
Although the French 
federation doesn’t fear the 
tournament could be stripped 
of its Grand Slam status, 
Ysern said the French Open 
could lose prestige in the 
near future and fail to entice 
the best players if nothing is 
done. 

“Look at what happened with 
the Australian Open during 
the 80’s, when the best players 
didn’t want to play there,” 
Ysern said. “We could face the 
same problems. For example, 
if the hardcourt specialists 
don’t come here anymore. 
I’m not worried about the best 
players but we need to be on 
our guard.” 

Ysern confirmed that the 
project announced last year 
to build a new court with a 
retractable roof less than 500 
meters (yards) from the current 
center court was blocked due 


to political issues. 

“There is no consensus over 
this project and we decided 
we won’t continue,” he said. 
“But if we stay here in Roland 
Garros, we will need a roof 
for the center court. We can 
build a new court indoor court 
inside the stadium or add a 
roof to the center court.” 
Ysern said the French 
federation would pursue four 
other relocating options in the 
Parisian suburbs “to find more 
space.” 

Provided the French federation 


assembly gives the green light 
in February 2011, the French 
Open could move next to the 
Versailles castle as it has a 
good transportation network. 
Another option would be near 
Disneyland Paris, in Mame- 
La-Vallee. 

“Whatever the general 
assembly decides, it will be 
a historic decision,” Ysern 
said. “There is no room for 
mistake because we can’t 
go backwards. After all, 
relocation could mean the best 
future for our tournament. ”□

ORLANDO, Fla. - NFL 
commissioner Roger 

Goodell likes the proposal 
to modify overtime in the 
playoffs. Can his support 
sway enough owners to 
approve it for next season? 
The competition committee 
recommended Monday to 
the 32 owners that a team 
losing the coin toss and then 
surrendering a field goal on 
the first possession should 
have a series of its own in 
OT. Such a rules change 
would need 24 votes for 
ratification. 

“This stays true to the 
integrity of the game,” 
Goodell said. “The 
competition committee has 
come up with something 
very much worth 
considering. It keeps the 
tradition of sudden death, 
and I think it is responsive 
to some of the issues that 
have been brought up. 

“It’s getting a lot of thought. 
It’s got potential to be a 
better system.” 

Statistics examined by the 
committee showed that 
since 1994, teams winning 
the coin toss win the game 
59.8 percent of the time. 
The team that loses the toss 
wins the game 38.5 percent 
in that 15-year span, or 
since kickoffs were moved 
back 5 yards to the 30. 
Those numbers alarmed 
Indianapolis Colts president 
Bill Polian, a member of 
the committee. 

“We felt the stats are so 
arresting that something 
needs to be done,” Polian 
said. “The original framers 


of the rule did not project the 
movement of the kickoff, or 
(the trend) in improvement 
of kickers.” 

One owner who would seem 
to have reason to favor the 
modification, Minnesota’s 
Zygi Wilf, is not convinced 
it’s a wise move. The 
Vikings lost the coin toss 
for overtime in the NFC 
title game, then saw the 
Saints march to a winning 
field goal on the first — and 
only — series. 

Still, as of Monday, Wilf 
was leaning toward voting 
no to a switch. 

“We need consistency of 
the regular season and 
postseason,” he said. 

But, as Polian and other 
committee members point 
out, the playoffs already 
have different overtime 
rules. 

“We play until there is a 
winner,” Polian said. 


During the regular season, 
a winner must be decided 
within a 15-minute extra 
period. 

The reason the proposal 
is only for the playoffs is 
player safety. 

“We are very concerned 
about injuries occurring, 
which is the one great reason 
it has not been proposed 
before,” Polian added. 
Goodell’s positive outlook 
on the overtime modification 
can’t hurt its chances of 
passing, according to 
competition committee co- 
chairman Rich McKay. 

“It’s important,” McKay 
said. “He’s the one the 
owners would listen to. I 
think he’ll leave it to us as 
a committee to make sure 
we make the case on the 
competitive aspect...” 

A proposal for a play to be 
whistled dead immediately 
when the helmet of the

ball-carrier comes off also 
will draw much debate 
by owners. If passed, the 
ball will be spotted at the 
“progress spot where the 
helmet comes off,” said 
the other competition 
committee co-chairman, 
Jeff Fisher, coach of the 
Tennessee Titans.

opposition, the positioning 
of the umpire will be 
moved from in the area of 
the linebackers to behind 
the offensive backfield.

“In the next week or so, 
the two sides will talk and 
I guess will be setting up 
some negotiating sessions,” 
he said. “It’s early; we’re in 
the first quarter here.” 

The collective bargaining 
agreement expires next 
March and a work stoppage 
is possible without a new 
deal. 

Goodell emphasized the 
league’s intention to pursue 
all avenues in the StarCaps 
casenowbefore aMinnesota 
judge. Vikings defensive

Olympic Games, which was nonexistent in the 
antiquities. In fact, Greeks ordered athletes to 
compete in nude, in order to avoid women from 
disguising themselves in order to participate in 
the Games. 

When Baron Pierre de Coubertin reached a 
consensus to start a renewed, global Olympic 
movement at the end of the 19th century, he 
excluded women from the Games, except as 
spectators. Yet, women participated in the 
second Olympic Games in the modem era. 
And as years went by, female athletes have 
been able to carve their place on the sports 
fields of the Games, peeking in number and 
events during the Beijing Games.

By 2012, it is expected that 
there will be equal numbers 
of female and male athletes. 
Moreover, women will be 
participating in all Olympic 
events, including boxing 
during the London Games. 
While women progressed as 
athletes, they are still lagging in 
executive positions. The IOC 
had its first female member 
only 30 years ago. By the end 
of 2000, the IOC adopted a 
percentage resolution that 
determined that every national 
committee, every international 
and national sports federation, 
and also the IOC itself have to 
have at least 20 percent of the 
boards consisting of women. 
The objective of that measure 
was to help the committees and 
federations push for programs 
that open up possibilities 
for women to occupy all 
positions on sport level, not 
only as athletes, but also as 
referees, judges, coaches. In 
other words, women have to 
become leaders in the sport 
world as well. “This thought 
is based on the principle of 
equality of men and women. 
But it is not easy to achieve that 
goal,” Hoevertsz stated, who 
added that even though the 20 
percent quota was meant well, 
it is still a limitation, based on 
the fact that women form half 
of the world’s population. 
Even though female 

participation in the Olympic 
Games has increased 

significantly, press coverage 
by women is still at a very 
low level, only 21 percent. 
This has a major effect in the 
coverage of events by female 
athletes. The ‘coloring’ is very 
male and Nicole Hoevertsz, a 
former Olympian herself in 
the synchronized swimming 
discipline, illustrated this 
with a Dutch article. The 
article did not pay attention 
to the athletic abilities of the 
swimmers but focused on their 
looks. A Dominican Republic 
newspaper article did choose 
to high light the posterior of 
a top Mexican athlete, instead 


of her achievements. “We 
need more female reporters 
to cover the Games, to get 
a different perspective,” 
Hoevertsz commented. 

The IOC grants financial aid 
for people all over the world 
to assume more leadership 
roles and more and more 
women are making use of 
these possibilities, the Aruban 
IOC member explained. 
Yet, for women to truly take 
over executive positions, 
they have to make a run for 
it themselves. Men are not 
always the ones to blame for 
the lack of presence of female 
executives. Too many women 
decide to forgo opportunities, 
for many reasons. Raising a 
family is certainly a valid one. 
However, this can be changed 
if the work culture is also 
changed. 

The working hours, schedules 
and other factors are still 
geared toward a men’s 
world, according to Nicole 


Hoevertsz. This limits the 
possibility for promotion of 
a female employee, who also 
has to juggle a family. 
“However, women need to 
change their attitude, and 
recognize their own talents 
and abilities,” the IOC member 
continued. “It is not a matter 
of trying to be better than men, 
but to be at the same level as 
them.” 

Like in the Olympics, women 
can compete at all levels, in 
a variety of functions.” Even 
though Nicole Hoevertsz 
acknowledged the percentage 
quota for women has 
contributed to more female 
presence in leadership 
positions in the sport world, 
it still requires for women to 
have the same capabilities as 
men, otherwise there will be 
resentment. This resentment 
could mean that the female 
participation in the decision 
process will remain at the 
minimum. This means that 


men and women have to work 
together, to use their own 
particular characteristics to 
complement each other and 
therefore, come up with a more 
balanced decision overall. 
“Women have to translate 
their talents into an effective 
organization. And in order to 
do so, women have to identify 
their own leadership qualities 
and act accordingly. 

Ms. Hoevertsz was introduced 
by Ms. Cristina Aby-Azar, 
Managing Director of the Wall 


Street Journal Americas and 
member of the IAPA board, 
who expressed her admiration 
for the Aruban executives who 
has an impressive international 
trajectory, particularly in 
the world of sports. The 
attendance for Nicole 
Hoevertsz’ presentation was 
on the low side. Only some 
13 media representatives 
were present at the breakfast 
session. Yet the exchange that 
followed was lively and quite 
inspiring. □

1. Berries 

All berries are low in sugar 
and high in fiber. Blueberries 
have been shown to increase 
memory in lab studies, and 
raspberries and strawberries 
are loaded with ellagic acid, 
a powerful antioxidant that 
seems to have some anti- 
cancerproperties, according 
to the American Cancer 
Society. 

2. Beans 

Beans are extremely high in 
fiber, which helps to control 
weight, prevent or manage 
diabetes and blood sugar, 
and may help prevent colon 
cancer and protect against 
heart disease. The National 
Institute of Medicine 
recommends 25-38 grams 
of fiber a day. The average 
American gets only 4-11 
grams. One cup of beans 
provides 11-17 grams. 

3. Nuts

Cold-water 
fatty fish like wild salmon, 
sardines, mackerel and 
herring contain omega-3 
fats that protect the brain 
and the heart, improve 
mood, and lower blood 
pressure and triglycerides. 

5. Raw Milk 

Raw, organic milk nearly 
always comes from grass- 



fed cows and contains high 
levels of cancer-fighting 
CLA (conjugated linolenic 
acid) as well as a rich 
assortment of vitamins, 
minerals and beneficial 
bacteria (like Lactobacillus 
acidophilus) 

6. Grass-Fed 

Meat Meat from grass-fed 
cows has a much different 
fat profile than ordinary 
supermarket meat: high 
in omega-3s, lower in 
potentially harmful omega- 
6s and loaded with CLA, 
a kind of fat known for 
its anti-cancer activity. A 
superb source of protein 
and vitamin B12, it’s also 
missing the antibiotics, 
steroids and hormones 
found in the meat that 
comes from feedlot farms. 

7. Eggs 

Considered by many to 
be nature’s most perfect 
food, the egg is high in 
protein and relatively 
low in calories. The yolk 
contains choline, one of the 
most important nutrients 





for the brain, as well as 
lutein and xeazanthin, two 
critical nutrients for eye 
health. Brassica Vegetables 
Cabbage, Brussels sprouts, 
broccoli and kale all 
contain plant compounds 
called indoles that help 
reduce the risk of cancer. 
In addition to a stunning 
range of vitamins and 
minerals, they also contain 
sulforaphane, an important 
plant chemical that helps 
the body detoxify health¬ 
damaging chemicals. 

8. Apples 

Not only do they keep the 
doctor away, they also 
appear to do the same for 
lung cancer, diabetes and 
asthma. An apple contains 
five grams of fiber and 
a rich blend of nutrients 
including the bone-building 
vitamin K and the anti¬ 
inflammatory nutrient 
quercetin. And there’s no 
better way to control your 
appetite than an apple eaten 
about half an hour before a 
big meal. 

9. Onions and Garlic 

In an impressive number 
of published studies, the 
consumption of onions and 
garlic has demonstrated 


protective effects against 
stomach, prostate and 
esophageal cancer. Along 
with broccoli, tea and 
apples, onions and garlic 
are among a select group 
of foods found to reduce 
mortality from heart disease 
by 20%. 

10. Pomegranate Juice 

Called “a natural Viagra” 
by researchers at Tel Aviv 
University , pomegranate 
juice is loaded with 
antioxidants. Studies show 
it can reduce blood pressure 
and plaque in the arteries. 
New research indicates it 
also slows the progression 
of tumors.. Four to eight 
ounces a day is highly 
recommended. 

11. Green Tea 

Though all teas are great 
for you, green tea has a 
unique profile of plant 
chemicals that have anti¬ 
cancer activity. It’s now 
fairly established that green 
tea may help prevent the 
following types of cancers 
in humans: bladder, colon, 
esophagus, pancreas, 
rectum and stomach. If 
that’s not enough, it also 
appears to help with weight 
control. 
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‘Press law’ still on table 
for St. Maarten, Curasao 



ARUBA—Antillean Prime 
Minister Emily de Jongh- 
Elhage has announced that the 
controversial Antillean media 
regulatory law is still very much 
on the table for St. Maarten 
and Curagao. The draft law 
seeks to bring more responsible 
and objective reporting to the 
Antillean media, according to 
Government. 

She made this announcement 
during the mid-year meeting 
of the Inter American Press 
Association (IAPA) in Aruba 
on Saturday. The meeting put 
media freedom in the Americas 
under the microscope. 

“Our government believes that 
it is very important to maintain a 
high standard for the media. And 
we believe that it is important 
to regulate it through a media 
law,” the prime minister said. 
After consultations and debates 
with all interested parties, the 
Antillean Government now has 
a draft in its final stages that it 
hopes will be approved by the 
Parliament in the “very near 
future.” 

Due to pending constitutional 
change, the Parliaments of 
Curagao and St. Maarten will 
have to pass the media law. 
The BES islands Bonaire, St. 
Eustatius and Saba, as Dutch 
public entities, will have a 
media law similar to that of the 
Netherlands. 

The prime minister told the 
some 250 publishers and editors 
from around the Americas, “It 
is unquestionable that in some 
cases, the media have to walk 
a tightrope. And here is where 
the role of Government kicks 
in. As you may know, there is 
no absolute freedom. There 
are always limitations to be 
observed. 


“The freedom of expression 
that is the birthright of a free 
press has its boundaries. It 
is the responsibility and the 
obligation of the government to 
guard these boundaries. 

“Please do not misunderstand 
me. I am not advocating 
censorship, neither in advance 
or afterwards. In essence, what 
I am saying is that Government 
must protect the right of its 
citizens to privacy and, at 
the same time, guarantee the 
freedom of expression of the 
media. 

“The question then is 
not whether freedom and 
responsibility can be united, 
but how they can be united and 
reconciled to the benefit of all,” 
said De Jongh-Elhage, who 
takes up a second term as Prime 
Minister on Friday. 

Government can accomplish 
these seemingly opposing 
objectives with a media policy 
with clear principles, objectives, 
norms and standards - in other 
words, a code of ethics, she 
pointed out. Mechanisms of 
dialogue between Government, 
civil society and the media must 
be established, and sanctions for 
violations of the media code of 
ethics must be articulated and 
made public. 

The media are extremely 
important stakeholders in 
a community. They have a 
role to play in demanding 
accountability and transparency 
from the leadership of the 
communities she said. 

“At the same time, we have 
a right to demand ethical, 
professional and objective 
media. When speaking of ethics, 
we automatically touch on the 
subject of the right to privacy,” 
she said. 


Article 8 of the European 
Convention on Human Rights 
establishes the right to respect 
“one’s private and family life, 
his home and correspondence.” 
The prime minister said there 
had been instances where 
reporting on traffic accidents, 
with all the horrific details and 
graphic pictures of the victims, 
had gone against our sense of 
respectability. 

“And what to think of homicide 
cases where the suspect has 
been ‘tried and sentenced’ by 
the media even before he has 
been in court? It is obvious 
that when these cases occur, 
the media must try to attain 
a balance between freedom 
of expression and respect for 
the privacy of the individuals 
concerned,” she continued. 

De Jongh-Elhage said that, 
as a politician, she had learnt 
through experience that 
the higher you were on the 
political ladder, the more you 
had to learn to absorb, if you 
wanted to remain in politics. 
“The following Dutch proverb 
states it perfectly: Hoge bomen 
vangen veel wind ... Tall trees 
catch more wind.” 

Queen Beatrix of the 
Netherlands had stated in her 
2006 Christmas message, which 
the prime minister quoted: “The 
right to insult does not exist. 
There are general limitations 
that the laws prescribe, but 
there are also norms of values 
and civilisation. These are the 
foundations of a community 
that respects itself and its 
citizens. And that is why the 
right to insult does not exist.” 
The media in Curagao 
comprise 32 radio stations, 
four TV stations, 11 daily 
newspapers and a weekly 
Spanish newspaper that cover a 
population of 150,000. Bonaire 
has 10 radio stations, one TV 
station and one daily newspaper 
for a population of 13,000. 

St. Maarten also has 10 radio 
stations, one TV station and two 
newspapers for a population of 
40,000. 

St. Eustatius has one radio 
station for its population of 
3,000. Saba also has one radio 
station for its 1,600 inhabitants. 
The Daily Herald, with 
extensive coverage on these 
two islands, serves as their 
daily newspaper. Q 


Editorial 

Self-regulation 

Prime Minister Emily de Jongh-Elhage referred to a draft law 
to regulate the Antillean media, during the mid-year meeting of 
the Inter American Press Association (IAPA) in Aruba. What 
the 250 foreign publishers and editors gathered for the occasion 
thought of her speech was not immediately clear, but it’s no 
secret that journalists on the islands have expressed on various 
occasions reservations and serious concerns about several 
aspects of the plans of the Central Government in this regard. 
One positive aspect is that, according to the prime minister, the 
new Antillean Parliament to take office on Friday no longer 
will handle the law proposal, but will leave it to the future 
Parliaments of Country Curagao and Country St. Maarten in 
light of the constitutional changes and dismantling of the 
Netherlands Antilles. This gives each island (future country) the 
opportunity to evaluate the matter carefully before any decision 
is taken. 

While De Jongh-Elhage emphasised that she did not advocate 
censorship, any role for government when it comes to regulating 
the media is a highly sensitive matter at best and should trigger 
warning bells for every self-respecting journalist. While there 
obviously are privacy issues that irresponsible use of the media 
can create, victims in any case can always go to court as a last 
resort. 

Rather than leaving it to politicians, self-regulation as 
accomplished in the Netherlands with the “Council of 
Journalism,” for example, is to be preferred above sanctions 
involving government. Thatrequires a better internal organisation 
and association of the local press to establish and enforce its 
own Code of Ethics, among other things, but prevents even the 
most remote possibility or impression that government might 
somehow be able to influence the media or apply any kind of 
preferential treatment. 

That the De Jongh-Elhage Cabinet, more specifically current 
Education Minister Omayra Leeflang, wants to do something 
about the excesses that exist in certain media in Curagao is 
understandable, but that does not automatically mean the press 
freedom that has always characterised the Netherlands Antilles 
must somehow be restricted. Especially in a small society such 
as that of St. Maarten, great care must be taken to safeguard the 
independence of the media, while at the same time a serious 
effort should be made for more self-regulation in the long-term 
interest of the profession and its essential credibility. □

Decomisan toneladas de marihuana 
y cocaina en Colombia 


BOGOTA (AP) - En dos acciones diferentes, 
miembros de la marina y de la policia secreta 
decomisaron 1,5 toneladas de cocaina, dos 
toneladas de marihuana y desarticularon una red 
de traficantes de armas desde Centroamerica a 
Colombia, se informo el lunes oficialmente. 

El comandante de la Fuerza Naval del Caribe, 
contralmirante Henry Blain Garzon, reporto en 
una rueda de prensa que la marina de guerra 
en Cartagena, puerto turistico en el Caribe, 
decomiso en tres allanamientos 1,5 toneladas 
de cocaina y dos toneladas de marihuana que 
estaban listas para ser enviadas a los Estados 
Unidos y Europa. 

El oficial dijo que las organizaciones 
delincuenciales ademas de enviar alijos de 
droga al exterior tambien estaban dedicadas 
al “microtrafico” o la distribucion al detalle 
en centros urbanos, como un metodo de 
sostenimiento ilegal de la banda. Tres personas 
fueron capturadas. Blain declaro que en lo que 
va de 2009 la Armada Nacional ha incautado 


en la zona cerca de cinco toneladas de cocaina 
y tres de marihuana. 

En otro operativo, apoyado por la armada, el 
Departamento Administrativo de Seguridad 
(DAS) o policia secreta, en un comunicado 
de prensa, dijo que habia desarticulado una 
banda dedicada al trafico de armas desde 
Centroamerica hacia Colombia. 

Segun el DAS, las labores de inteligencia y 
seguimiento se realizaron durante dos anos a 
fin de recabar suficiente material probatorio 
que permitiera desmantelar la red de traficantes, 
integrada por tres hombres y una mujer que 
fueron capturados en Cartagena y la Isla de San 
Andres, tambien ubicada en el Caribe. 

Los investigadores lograron determinar que el 
material belico se negociaba en varios paises 
de Centroamerica, el cual era transportado 
a San Andres y de alii llevado al continente 
donde era negociado con armados ilegales. 
Entre los diversos elementos, explico el 
DAS, se encontraban lanzacohetes, fusiles y 
ametralladoras. Q

CARACAS (AP) - Un grupo de choferes de transportes 
publicos realizo el lunes un paro de unas doce horas en la 
capital en rechazo a la creciente criminalidad, mientras el 
gobiemo considero la protesta como un “fracaso” debido a 
la escasa participation de conductores en la huelga.

“Esto no se trata de si fracaso o no el paro, es de que se den 
cuenta que los fines de semanas tenemos un parte de guerra 
y matan al menos a tres companeros por mes”, senalo 
Trosel al desestimar las criticas que realizo el gobiemo 
contra la protesta. 

El ministro de Obras Publicas, Diosdado Cabello, afirmo 
el lunes que fue un “fracaso” el paro, y aseguro que el 
gobiemo no necesito activar el plan de contingencia que 
tenia preparado debido a que pocos conductores se sumaron 
a la protesta. Cabello admitio que hay unas situation de 
inseguridad en el pais, pero sostuvo que el Ministerio 
de Relaciones Interiores esta atacando el problema en 
las mesas de trabajo que mantiene con los choferes de 
transportes publicos. 

El indice de criminalidad en Venezuela se ha tornado 
cada vez mas alarmante.
